In one of the stores, valued at about three 
hundred dollars, v/hid; ware destroyed, and 
on which we understand there was no in- 
surance.

There was some insurance on the build- 


in the Washington office, Providence, anc 
in another office unknown, though to what 
amount we could not ascertain. 


The Ocean House caught fire in two 


.separate places on the roof from sparks 
from the burning building, and was extin- 
guished w.th buckets o' water lor which 
purpose a line was formed inside Irom the 
ground to the cupola, 


The Atlantic House was iaved with con- 


siderable exertions on the part of the fire- 
men and citizens. 


There was a club room in Downing's 


building, the furnilnre of which was saved. 


The wind was light, to which fact was 


owing the safety of the surrounding proper- 
ty,, which was of a very combustible nature. 


Such was the feeling against the incen- 


diary Saturday night, that had he buen 
caught he would have perished in the 
flames of bis own kindling.
